$2.5 million fraud plot against L.A. computer 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Two men, 
believed part of a crime syndicate, were 
arrested early Saturday in connection 
with an alleged plot to rig the city 
treasury’s computer to pay out $2.5 
million in phony checks bound for 
“laundering” in Swiss bank accounts. 
% The men were arrested when they 
attempted to pick up two bank bags 
and two attache cases they thought 
contained their payoff, according to the 
district attorney’s office. 


Mayor Tom Bradley and local au­ 
thorities had been alerted by a con­ 
gressional committee in time to thwart 
the plan. 
The city computer was reprogramed 
to pay out three checks, one in Chicago 
and two in New York. But the Perma­ 


nent Senate subcomimitee on Investi­ 
gations in Washington sent details of 
the plan to Los Angeles auShorities. 


Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., said 
through a subcommittee spokesman in 
Washington that the arrests were part 
of an investigation to determine “just 
how deeply elements of organized 
crime have penetrated local govern­ 
ment’s computer systems that are, in 
effect, the vaults for the money col­ 
lected from taxpayers.” 


The computers print the ¿hecks for 
city employes. 
Morrie Weiner, chief deputy mayor, 
said Mayor Bradley was informed of 
the operation about 10 days ago. Brad­ 
ley and city admnistrative officer Dr. 
C. Erwin Piper, the district attorney’s 


office and Police Chief Ed Davis, for­ 
med a strategy to thwart the plan. 


Arrested were Morton Freeman, 47, 
Palos Verdes, and Bernard Howard, 
52, Yonkers. N.Y. They were each 
booked on suspicion of conspiracy to 
commit grand theft, 
conspiracy to 
commit forgery, and attempted grand 
theft and forgery 
Three other suspects, not identified, 
were being sought, authorities said. 
Los Angeles District Attorney Joseph 
P. Busch told a news conference he 
was angered that Jackson and his com­ 
mittee released details of the plot to 
the news media. 
“I think premature release of infor­ 
mation always jeopardizes investiga­ 
tions,” Busch said, “I just don’t like 


information pertaining to an on-going 
investigation released. It is very dis­ 
turbing.” 
Without elaborating on details, Busch 
said undercover agents had filled the 
bags the suspects were to pick up with 
telephone books and blank paper. 
Busch said the three phony checks 
appeared “to be valid documents” but 
that “it’s the production of the docu­ 
ments we’re concerned about.” 
"They were made out to three corpo­ 
rations that, as tar as we are con­ 
cerned, have no legitimate business 
with the city of Los Angeles,” Busch 
said. 
Busch confirmed that the checks 
were obtained through the city’s com­ 
puter system rather than through for­ 
gery. He did not explain how the city’s 


computer system had been tampered 
with. 
Asked if he believed the suspects had 
city employes working with them, 
Busch said, “That’s the part that both­ 
ers me, but it’s inappropriate for me 
to answer that.”

In addition, no expenditure ot more 
than $1.000 could be made on the can- 
uidate’s behalf without the express per­ 
mission of the national 
chairman. 
Proponents said the changes would

$2 billion ripoff of public by oil firms? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A General 
Accounting Office study released by 
Sen. Abraham A. Ribicoff, D-Conn., 
Saturday reveals that oil refiners may 
have overcharged the public by as 
much as $2 billion.

request, also showed the Federal Ener- 
gy Administration has had “significant 
problems” in enforcing price regula­ 
tions on the oil industry.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon Saturday 
denied reports he was threatening to 
resign. 
In response to reports that his aides 
said he would leave the Ford admin­ 
istration if the President shifted em­ 
phasis from a battle against inflation 
to a fight against recession, Simon told 
UPI the report was “ridiculous.” 
“1 have absolutely no intention of re- 


signing, period,” he said. “People are 
always speculating in Washington and 
most of the time incorrectly,” he ad­ 
ded.

Even suggested planting vegetable patch 
Money-worried Nixon advised to sell home 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - Former 
President Richard Nixon has been ad­ 
vised by close friends to sell his Flo­ 
rida White House at Key Biscayne to 
stay solvent and Nixon himself sug­ 
gested planting a vegetable patch to 
make mefney, according to a cop­ 
yrighted story in the Philadelphia Sun­ 
day Bulletin. 
The article quoted Robert H. Abpla- 
nalp as saying the advice was given to 
a “weak and wobbly” Nixon “the first 
day lie was out of pajamas and 


dressed for dinner,” by Abplanalp, and 
C.G. (Bebe) Reboza, two days before 
Thanksgiving. 
Abplanalp reportedly told the Bulle­ 
tin Friday: “He (Nixon) has lo sell the 
Key Biscayne properties to stay within 
his means.” 
According to the Bulletin, Abplanalp 
said the principal cost-cutting measure 
discussed at Casa Pacifica, Nixon’s 
San Clemente estate. Nov. 26, was the 
disposal of the properties to a nonprofit 
foundation headed by him and Rebozo. 
He said Nixon also discussed plant­ 


ing “corn, beans, tomatoes and let­ 
tuce” at Casa Pacificia U) make mo­ 
ney 
but 
that the 
“truck-gardening 
plan” was discarded, not because “Mr. 
Nixon was reluctant,” but because 
there was not enough acreage and 
would not be worth it, the Bulletin 
said. 
He also said that at one point the 
discussion centered on planting grapes 
at San Clemente. 
The idea appealed to the former 
president 
only as a cost-cutting 
measure, Abplanalp said, but as a 


means of producing something. 
“It was sometthing positive to him, 
after all the setbacks he’s had all the 
despair he must have sulfered,” Abpla­ 
nalp was quoted as saying. 
Nixon had already intitiaud cost-cut­

Abplanalp, like Rebozo, a millio­

vaged rose gardens, with hole» to 
mark the “aoQBOffltes” Mrs. Nixon ha» 
made, according to the Bulletin. 
Abplanalp reporteoiy described Ni­ 
xon as being attentive, but said his 
voice was sometimes weak. He said 
Nixon wore a coat and tie for the first 
time since leaving the hospital,.

Rockefeller will become the nation’s 


41st vice president within two weeks, 


barring unforsei-n problems in Con­ 


gress. 
The Senate votes Tuesday and the 
House in two weeks on the nomination 
of the tornrer New York governor. The 
vote follows what many Congressmen 
»gree is the most thorough investiga- 
uon they have ever gtven a presiden­ 
tial nominee. 
Rockefeller’s confirmation will mark 
the hr>t time in American history that 


both the President and vice presidt at 
were confirmed by Congress and not 
elected by popular vote. 


Congress confirmed Gerald R. Ford 
to succeed Spiro T. Agnew just a year 
ago, and Ford succeeded Richard M. 
Nixon only four months ago. 


Rockefeller's nomination will probab­

wealth and the way he used it during 
hi« 15 years as New York’s governor. 
The SI billion Rockefeller family em­

Some say Mills’ power first 
began to erode when big-mo- 
ney lobbyists lured him into 
ar. ill-fated contest for t b e 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation in 1972, a venture that 
has embroiled Mills in allega­ 
tions of accepting illegal cam­ 
paign contributions. 
Others fix the date at Feb. 
29. 1972, when a minor rebel­ 
lion against Mills erupted on 
the House floor. For the first 
time in memory, a small 
group ot Democrats obejcted 
to —and defeated —a series 
of special interest tax break 
bills that Mills brought up in 
behalf of fellow Ways and 
Means members. This time, 
someone had dared to chal­ 
lenge Mills, and he lost. 
More importantly, he lost 
tace. The steely, enigmatic 
Mills, a master at reading 
and responding to the whims 
of the House, had misread the 
temper of his colleagues. 
T h e n there was 
Mills' 
eight-month absence from the 
Hou«e 
because 
of 
painful 
back surgery. While he was 
cone, L'llman easily took over 
Ways and Means, which orig­ 
inates all House legislation 


dealing with taxes, Social Se- 
c u r i t y , health insurance, 
foreign trade 
and welfare. 
C o m m i t t e e members dis­ 
covered they could get along 
without Mills. 
When Mills finally returned 
last spring, he slipped easily 
into his old role as the hu- „ 
morless, hard-working expert 
on tax law, skillful in pulling 
the levers of congressional 
power. 
But something was 
strangely different. 
There were days when “ Mr. 
Chairman,” as he prefers to 
be addressed, became a wise­ 
cracking, back-slapping comic 
during committee meetings.

laugh« when Mills made a 
deadpan suggestion that the 
staff draft a new depletion al­ 
lowance for mistresses. 
Mills lost a showdown with 
renorters when he tried — 
contrary to House rules —to 
call a private committee ses­ 
sion without taking a formal 
vote. He backed down when it 
became clear the committee 
opposed him, and the report­ 
ers staved.

Parenthood a male function, too

"Part of my mission.” said 
Dr. Lee Salk. "is to make 
parenthood a male function, 
too.” 


That may sound strange to 
you, but Dr. Salk, psycholog­ 
ist and pediatrician, said in 
an interview that most people 
think just of mothers when 
they hear the wrord parent­ 
hood. 
Not only that, but bock.« on 
pregnancy, childbirth and in- 
fa n c y concern themselves 
mainly with motherhood. 
"Fatherhood," 
said 
Dr. 
Salk. “ comes in for separate 
treatment a lot of the time. 1 
chang* all that in my book, 
a i m i n g it at parenthood 
—mothers and fathers.” 
He was talking about "Pre- 
p a r i n g 
for 
Parenthood" 
(McKay), which is all about 
parents-to-be and their feel­ 
i n g s 
a b o u t 
pregnancy, 
childbirth and infants. 
Dr. Salk is director of pe­ 
diatric psychology at the New 
York Hospital and professor 
of psychology and pediatric« 
at Cornell University Medical 
College. Dr Jonas Salk. who 


developed a polio vacc ne, is 
his brother. So is Dr. Herman 
Salk. a veterinarian in Palm 
Springs, Calif. 
“ A 
child’s 
growing 
up 
emotionally 
sound 
has 
its 
roots 
in 
sound 
parenting. 
Nothing is more important 
than preparation,” Dr. Salk 
said. 
"M y feeling is that persons 
have not been prepared for 
the emotional impact of par­ 
enthood and that many are 
unabie to cope. 
"1 think too many persons 
slip into parenthood passively 
—without giving t a second 
thought or maybe even a 
seriou« first thought. 
"If a person realized what 
was 
mvolped. 
decided 
he 
con! 'n’t ccpe. then maybe he 
should consider not becoming 
a parent.” 
"Those conMdering parent­ 
hood should re a Hz* it’s hard 
to keep a house neat and 
clean when 
you’re 
raising 
children. 
" And th y should know that 
thts new person in the family 
will take a lot of time and at­ 
tention —for vears,” 


Dr. Sulk, in talking about 
the 
stresses 
and 
realities, 
suggested tnat chiluren 
be 1 
spaced 
three 
years 
apart, j 
This minimizes sibling rival­ 
ry. It also would spread out 
tne 
parental 
stresses 
and 
strains. 
In the book, Dr. Salk fo­ 
cuses on feehngs and situa­ 
tions that face new fathers 
and mothers —including emo- 
t i o n a 1 
ambivalence 
that 1 
frequently 
accompanies 
in­ 
cipient parenthood. 
Dr. Salk believes in the in­ 
volvement of the father-to-be 
in the birth experience. In the 
book 
he takes up 
natural 
childbirth; rooming in at the 
hospital, which he feels helps 
both parents gain confidence 
and gives both a much-needed 
opportunity for mutually be­ 
neficial contact with baby'. 
The baby stays in the room 
with the mother in hospitals 
having "rooming in.” 
He also talks about how to 
handle advice, both good and 
bad. from friend« and rela­ 
tives. "Such advice.” he said, 
"can undermine

Was terrible sacrifice worth it? 


SEOUL — From 1950 to 1953. 33,629 
Americans lost their lives and another 
103,284 were maimed in a war that 
stopped Kim Il-sung, the Red ruler of 
North Korea, from taking over the en­ 
tire Korean peninsula. 
Now many Americans are question­ 
ing whether this terrible sacrifice was 
worth 
it. 
They 
charge 
that 
South 
Korea’s President Chung Hee Park has 
seized dictatorial powers and that his 
people, therefore, are no better off 
than are the subjects of Kim Il-sung. 
To find out 22 years later whether 
the Korean'War was a mistake, t have 
spent the past 
four days exploring 
South Korea. 1 drove from Seoul to Pu­ 
san, stopping at villages and industrial 
sites, with nongovernment friends as 
my guides. 1 spent one night in a na­ 
tive hotel, sleeping on a mat on the 
floor. 1 visited writh Koreans oi all le­ 
vels—government officials and opposi­ 
tion 
leaders, 
business 
tycoons 
and 
simple villagers. 
1 also tried unsuccessfully to visit 
North 
Korea 
to compare conditions 
there. Denied personal access. 1 must 
settle for information from intelligence 
reports and som e visitors who were ta­ 
ken on a carefullv controlled trip to 
Pyongyang. 
The intelligence reports depict North 
Korea as perhaps the world's most op­ 
pressive, monolithic society. Althougl 
dissidents tried early this year to chal- 
lenge the absolute authority of Kim II 
sung, they were ruthlessly cut dowm on 


Feb. 15. 
The cruel Kim keeps his subjects m 
line through the National Political Se­ 
curity Bureau (NPSB). which conducts 
secret surveillance on all branches oi 
government and walks of lite. NPSB 
advisers 
exercise 
political 
control, 
serving as Kim's eyes and ears, over 
the army down to the company level 
and over the bureaucracy down to ihe 
section level. They also reach into ev­ 
ery neighborhood in North Korea. 
Most able-bodied men, who work m 
the factories and fields, are pressed 
into a labor-peasant military reserve, 
which is given intensive, mandators 
training to keep it combat ready. Ano­ 
ther 700,000 youth likewise must drill 
live hours 
each 
week, with 
a 
lull 
month of active duty each year. 
The visitors to Pyongyang describe 
the North Korean capital ah bleak and 
cheerless. The people on the streets 
had a haunted look, reported the visit 
ors. There was little traffic except lor 
L’ovemm ent cars. 
In South Korea, I found opposition 
leaders fearful ot the Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency (KC1A) Visitors to

were nervous 
about cardid conversation, showing by

Yet I found no one who was the lea>t 
afraid to criticize the government in 
their homes and offices.

SCIENTIFIC 
DRUNKS: 
Alcoholics 
desperately seeking treatments have 
been used as guinea pigs for govem- 
ment-fund^i experiments in which doc­ 
tors dose them with more booze in the 
name of science. 
The hospitals used for the experi­ 
ments are frequently advertised 
as 
“ treatment” centers. Yet, our investi­ 
gation shows that once inside, the vul­ 
nerable and distressed alcoholic may 
be asked whether he wants to “volun­ 
teer” tor an experimental program in 
which he will get still more liquor. 


Susceptible to any suggestion, many 
agree and some are even paid to go back 
to tippling. Then they are giver, var­ 
ying quantities of alcohol to see how it 
affects them. In the end. they may be 
dried out and treated without alcohol. 
We have found programs being car­ 
ried out by doctors from such famed 
institutions as the Jefferson Medical 
College 
of 
Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn’s 
Downstate Medical Center and New 
York’s Payne Whitney Clinic. Similar 
experiments have been conducted at 
V e t e r a n ’s 
Administrations 
facilities 
and other hospitals. 
For example, Dr. Milton Gross, a 
prestigious scientist at the Brooklyn 
center, got a federal grant from the 
National Institute 01 Mental Health for 


his study. 
Alcoholic patients seeking help were 
paid as “volunteers” and given con­ 
trolled amounts ot alcohol for four to 
six days. 
Dr. Gross and others ably defend 
both the history and necessity of such 
experiments. Gros'> feels the partici­ 
pants are helped in the long run be­ 
cause “ it gives them a sense ot worth 
which often helps with their future re­ 
covery.” 
But many doctors feel that any addi­ 
tional alcohol is damaging to an alco­ 
holic. particularly to his liver. 
Some doctors also question the ethics 
ol human guinea pig techniques and 
recommend instead use of baboons or 
ether manlike animals 
But this runs 
afoul of animal lovers who are out­ 
raged when baboons, which are sober 
bv nature, are turned into lushes

What makes Billy 
Graham No. 1? 


When a group ot religion editors picked the most influential 
Christians in the world today, they naturally included Billy 
Graham. What n> one anticipated was the staggering popu lar 
lty of the man trom Montreal and the rather invisible stature 
of the remaining list. Just completing his 25th year as an 
evangelist, Dr. Billy Graham now em erges as not only a lead­ 
ing Christian spokesman but probably a global celebrity known 
to as many people as Mao or the Beatles (the who?). 
Here are some obvious rasons for Graham’s soaring success, 
which has put him in the front rank of world personalities: 
1. He is an attractive, articulate speaker in a time when 
public speaking seem s to be a lo-t art. His m essage, regarded 
as too conservative and fundamental by many, is filled with 
contemporary illustrations, quotes from the New York Times, 
and saturated with Biblical scenes. This proclamation of the 
Gospel worked well in Los Angeles (25 years ago in tent meet­ 
ings) and travels just as well today on television. 
2. Graham has a solid ecumenical base. Although strong in 
his Southern Baptist convictions, Billy has always required 
interdenominational support for his local crusades. Thus Chris­ 
tians of all brands and persuasions, rank and standing, have 
shared in the sponsorship ol Graham’s preaching. Early in his 
ministry, Billy integrated his staff and his public meetings 
For this he enjoyed the rage of racist churchmen but gained thr 
broad public following that now extends throughout the Third 
World and into Asia. 
3. Organizational loyalty. In t^is world of dritt and change 
and management jumping around, it is amazing to note the 
number of executives, associate evangelists and business types 
that have been with Graham for more than 20 years. Further­ 
more, in spite of small-fry criticism of the booming success ot 
the Graham entei prise, there has never been a major scandal 
in the ranks of this Minneapolis outfit. They account for the 
money received and the people employed . . .

big changes in her attitudes 
toward people. 
“ You can get very hard­ 


ened." Miss Stoll said. "The 
older 
ones, 
especially, 
are 
very worldly and wise but to- 
tallv cvnical." 
Her thesis 
research 
bore 
out the idea that a woman’s 
alienation and cynicism 
in­ 
crease with age and 
expe­ 
rience in the occupation. But 
there 
are 
some 
impoitant 
variables. 
Miss 
Stoll 
found 
that cften the more attrac­ 
tive, intelligent and sensitive 
a woman was, the more likely 
she was to become alienated. 
••The less attractive women 
lacked as high a degree of 
hostility." she wrote. “ If a

Duck stamp color 
hot

NEW Y O R K (U PI) - One 
of the most collectible items 
on the art market is the en­ 
larged color print of the an­ 
nual 
federal 
duck 
hunting 
stamp, and the rarity of the 
1975-76 print will be the deci­ 
sion of one man. 
He is Alfred F. King III, 
who hunts ducks along the 
Eastern seaboard when he is 
n o t r u n n i n g Sportsman’s 
Edge, Ltd.. the only art galle­ 
ry in the United States de­ 
voted solely to contemporary 
wildlife originals and sporting 
prints. King gave up a seat 
on the New York Stock E x­ 
change after he cpened his 
gallery three years ago and 
has no regrets. 
" I kept the seat until last 
Julv just in case 1 wanted to 
go back but I didn’t want to 


2 0— not the way the market 
is now,” the youthful dealer 
said as he -orted prints in fvs 
East Side Manhattan 
show­ 
rooms. ‘‘The art market is 
good. M y sales are up and 
I’m doing well.” 
King is the exclusive repre­ 
sentative cf artist James P. 
F icher of Oxford, Pa., who 
won the 40th annual contest 
for the $5 migratory wildfowl 
stamp design in November. 
The contest is considered the 
superbowl of art competitions, 
even though it carries no mo­ 
netary 
prize, 
because 
the 
champion stands to make a 
profit of about $100,000 from 
the sale cf limited edition sig­ 
ned and numbered prints. 
“We frame the prints along 
with an actual duck stamp 
r 
j 
se’l 
to 
collectors 
for 


about $100 each,” King said. 
“The print of the 1971 duck 
stamp already is worth $1.500 
on the market. It would cost 
about $51,000 to buy the whole 
series of prints issued since 
the government began in 1934 
to bring out a different duck 
stamp each year. It's the only 
federal revenue stamp that 
changes annually.” 
King will decide just how 
many copies of Fisher’s pic­ 
ture of a canvas back duck 
decoy with three live duck-; 
flying in the background will 
be printed. There must be 
more than enough to satisfy 
all collectors cf duck prints, 
estimated at more than 600, 
but not so many that the rar­ 
ity cf the print wmuld be dimi­ 
nished. Some co'tectors con- 
side1- any edition 
cf 
more 
than 600 print« as not limited-. 
Fisher. 62, did not develop 
his 
talents 
as 
“ the 
decoy 
nainter” until he retired from 
business a few years ago. It 
was King who urged him to 
enter the stamn eomnetiton 
ever though a oicture of a de­ 
cor had never before ween se­ 
lected There were 26$ entries 
and F :sh ir’s destfl was ’he 
choice Of all but one of five 
iudces. The stamn produces 
more than $10 million in reve­ 
nue annually.

King has 800 buying custo­ 
mers including actor Henry 
Fonda, a clutch of DuPonts, 
Roosevelts, and Mellons, and 
others of an ilk who can pay 
$4.009 for a portrait cf their 
favorite dog. The catalogue of 


Sportsman’s Edge's inventory 
is a collector’s item in itself 
and no giveaway.

SAN YS1DR0, Calif. (C PI) 
— Louis Werne, second in 
command at the busiest im­ 
migration point on the U.S.- 
Mexican border, stared out 
an office window at a chain 
link fence separating the two 
nations. 
About 100 yards up a hills­ 
ide were three 
rectangular 
holes neatly cut by wire clip­ 
pers. 
‘‘Every’ once in a while 1 
swing around from my desk 1 
see a couple of people wal­ 
king through 
those 
holes,’ 
Werne said. 
“ Sometimes i 
pick up a 
phone and alert the Border 
Patrol. Other times I figure, 
oh. what the hell. We mend 
the fence and the next morn­ 
ing 
the 
holes 
are 
there 
again.” 
It’s not that Werne is un­ 
concerned. Just the conn ar> 
It underlines the physical 
inability of American border 
officers to cope with a flood 
of illegal aliens from Mexico 
which is conservatively esti­ 
mated to number more than 
1.000 a day in this one sector 
alone. 
Last year 285.977 were re­ 
turned to Mexico from Cali­ 
fornia. The number who get 
through was about the same 
as those turned back. 
In the 12 months ending last 
June 30. there were 34.8 mil­ 
lion legal crossings through 
the San Ysidro checkpoint. 
On one typical Sunday last 
August. 112,260 persons came 


through.- The next day there 
were 89,492 crossings. Each cf 
them had to be checked by 
Werne’s force of six super­ 
visors, 24 journeymen immi­ 
gration 
officers 
and 
four 
trainees spread over 
three 
eight-hour shift-« a day, seven 
da\s a week. 
So thinly spread is the im­ 
migration force at San Ysidro 
that for the past year its offi­ 
ce vs have not manned the ini­ 
tial “ contact" points where 
automobiles pull up to one ot 
the 18 lanes of the entry sta­ 
tion. 
Instead, the job of spotting 
suspected illegal entrants has 
been turned over to inspec­ 
tors 
of 
the U.S. 
Customs 
Agency, who have taken only 
a brief course in fundamental 
immigration procedures. 
On top of the automobile 
check is the task c! exam­ 
ining pedestrians. 
On 
an 
average 
weekday 
about 15.000 come across the 
border at San Ysidro on foci. 
The 
number 
increases 
to 
around 17.000 a day on wee­ 
kends. The vast majority are 
M'exiean aliens. 
Werne tries to keep an im­ 
migration officer on duty as 
much of the time- as possible 
at the pedestrian checkpoint 
but there, too. customs offi­ 
cers are the primary che­ 
ckers. 
“ We’re so damned under- 
m a n n e d 
we’re 
hurting. 
Werne said. 
Swamped as 
it 
is. 
San 


Ysidro is at least a funnel for 
organized 
examination 
of 
people and documents. 
There remains the rest of 
the 70-mile stretch of Califor- 
nia-Mexico border from the 
Pacific inland to where the El 
Centro office takes jurisdic­ 
tion and that stretch leaks il­ 
legal aliens like a sieve. 
This is the desolate back 
c o u n t r y where 
“ people" 
smugglers"bring in truckloads 
of Mexicans who have paid 


$200 or more to get deposited 
inside .the United States, and 
where 
more 
rugged indivi­ 
duals cross on foot and try to 
disappear in the mountains. 
The responsibility for stopp­ 
ing them gees to the Immi­ 
gration Department’s Border 


Patrol. 
Richard 
Batchelor, 
assis­ 
tant director of the agencv s 
police arm in the sector and 
a 34-year veteran with the 
Border 
Patrcl, 
is 
at 
once 
proud of the accomplishments 
of his men and candid about 
how far short their efforts 


fall. 
In the 12 months ending 
June 30. the Border Patrol 
apprehended 
and 
expelled 
196.981 aliens in this sector. 
Batchelor pointed out that his 
sector comprises only 3 per 
cent of the 2.000-mile horde, 


from the Pacific Ocean to the 


Gulf of Mexico, but that last 


year it accounted for 33 per 


cent of the illegal alien catch. 


In the next breath he ack- 


nowledgdes that the Border 
Patrol is at best 50 per cent 
effective, which means that 
another 
200.000 
aliens 
are 
slipping through each year in 
his area. 
“ On almost any Saturday 
night we can pick up as many 
as 400 to 500 men crossing 
along 
one 
13-mile 
stretch 
from the beach inland in the 
T i i u a n a area.” Batchelor 
said. “ I ’m sure we miss at 
least that many more simply 
because we don't have the 
personnel.” 
Along the 70-mile portion, 
the patrol has installed one of 
the most effective and soph­ 
isticated sensor alarm 
sys­ 
tems in the world, including 
seismic, metallic and infrared 
equipment. 
So sensitive are the seismic 
instruments 
that 
they 
can 
pick up the footfall of a single 
man walking across the bor­ 
der. Through computer en­ 
hancement. it can be deter­ 
mined whether the intruder is 
a human or an animal graz­ 
ing. 
During the night, the moni­ 
toring picket line flashes in 
alarms 
constantly 
but 
the 
Border Patrol has nowhere 
near the manpower to check 
them all out. 
Once apprehended, an alien 
has little to fear beyond being 


sent back into Mexico. The 
same man may keep trying 
until he makes it. Once he 
blends 
into the 
barrios 
of 
eastern Los Angeles, he be­ 
comes the problem of the “ in­ 
vestigative” 
branch 
of 
the 
1 mmigration Department. 
He falls then into the cate­ 
gory which Attorney General 
William 
Saxbe 
last 
month 
singled out as constituting “ a 
severe national crisis.” 
Saxbe said 
illegal 
aliens 
hold millions of jobs, drain 
t h e 
social 
services 
from 
schools to welfare, constitute „ 
a disproportionate percentage 
of 
criminals 
dnd 
make 
a 
mockery of the over-all sys­ 
tem of immigration. He cal­ 
led for deportation of a mil­ 
lion aliens next year. 


Batchelor does not see de­ 
portation as the answer. 


“ You can send an illegal 
alien back to Pakistan and he 
stays 
deported,” 
Batchelor 
said. “ But when you have a 
2,0n0-mile' contiguous border 
and enoush motivation there 
is no way you can eliminate 
illegal immigration until you 
deal with the motivation.” 
Batchelor said that while a" 
increase 
tn 
border officers 
would raise the effectiveness 
of the patrol tremendously, it 
would 
not 
solve 
the prob­ 


lem. 
The heart of the matter, he 
said, is the lure of jobs open 
to illegal aliens, as low paid 
maids, as workers in garment 
and 
food 
processing 
plants 
and other industries or as 
agricultural workers. 
Batchelor would like to see 
Congress act on a bill spon­ 
sored by Rep. Peter Rodiuo, 
D-N.J., which would make it 
both a civil and criminal of­ 
fense to employ illegal aliens. 
Batchelor said similar legis­ 
lation 
passed 
in 
California 
, several years ago had a dras­ 
tic effect. 


The California law was de­ 
c l a r e d unconstitutional on 
grounds that only the federal 
government can deal with im­ 
migration affairs, but in the 
brief time it was operative 
many employers voluntarily 
complied and discharged ille­ 
gal alien employes. 
“ When the word cet> back 
to Mexico that there are no 
jobs, there is a deterrent far 
more effective than a border 
watch.” he said. 
Batchelor pointed out that 
the bus fare from Mexico City 
to the border is about $25 or 
S30 and he added:

the United States. And if he 
works three weeks and 
is 
caught and returned he is still 
better off than making vir­ 
tually 
nothing 
in

jara.” 
Batchelor is aware that his 
views and those of Saxbe may 
not sound “ humanitarian." 
“ You know, the public is 
sympathetic to the individual 
but 
apathetic 
toward 
the 
problem. No one wants immi­ 
gration controlled until it pin­ 
ches them and now it is be­ 
ginning to pinch.”

lace.

history,” 
Acuna says. “ Back in 1931 the 
Hoover 
administration 
was 
looking for a scapegoat for 
the Depression What did they 
do? They appropriated funds 
ior just 'uch a project and 


deported more than 400,000 


Mexicans.” 


Acuna says the aliens are a 


productive and basic part of 


the economy and that they 


are working at jobs, both in 


industry and agriculture, that 


other segments of the popula­ 


tion. including blacks, will not 


take. 
Acur t and other militants 


take the po=’.t.on that Mexi­ 
cans are not aliens in any ; 
case and should be treated , 
entirely differently than im- | 
migrants from other nations. 
“ The 
United 
States 
took | 
from Mexico 50 per cent of its 
territory and 75 per cent ot 
its arable land and national j 
resources,” he says. "If Me- , 
xico had the Texas oil fields 
today it would have financial 


reserves as great as Saudi 


Arabia. ’ 
What would Acuna do about 


the illegal alien problem? 


“ 1 would give an amnesty 


to all the Mexicans in this 


country. Let them come in 


here freely and raise the min­ 


imum wage to $3 and let the 


free market determine who 


gets jobs,” he said.

At the time of Apollo 14. in 
1971, Shepard at age 47 was 
the oldest American to fly in 
space. 
He also may 
have 
been the only millionaire to 
do «0. 
D e s p i t e 
constant 
dis­ 
claimers by Shepard, many 
believe he was worth well 
over six figures. 
A native of East 
Derry. 
N.H., where his mother still 
lives, Shepard used the extra 
time he had while grounded 
tor six years to become an 
active businessman and inves­ 
tor. 
Although being first Ameri­ 
can in space obviously helped 
him find business partners, 
he never used his name for 
endorsements of products nor 
anything 
but 
charity 
fun­ 
ctions. 
“ 1 think it’s incorrect for 
me to use that (his name) in 
any manner, in any endorse- 
*ment of anything except my­ 
self ” he said. “Sure 1 do 
charity things as time per­ 
mits but only those 1 believe 
ih. 
“ But as far as the endorse­ 
ment 
thing 
is 
concerned, 
I think there is a clearcut is­ 
sue there.” 
Shepard, a good goiter who 
won’t reveal his handicap oth­ 
er than to say it’s below 15, 
d e l i g h t e d worldwide au­ 
diences at the end of his sec­ 
ond lunar surface walk on 
Apollo 14 by hitting two golf- 
balls in the one-sixth gravity 
of the moon. 
He avoided any commer­ 
cialism by never revealing 
what brand of golf balls he 
used. 
“I’ve refused to tell any­ 
body, even my wife, the name 
of the golf balls," he said. 
“The golf club is now in the 
U.S. Geological Survey mu­ 
seum.” 
Shepard retired Aug. 1 from 
NASA and as an admiral in 
the Navy. 
Shepard’s wife, Louise, still 
drives to the Johnson Space 
Center area regularly because 
she and several other astro­ 
nauts’ wive^ run a small flo­ 
wer shop. 
“I certainly nuss the flying, 
there’s 
no 
question 
about 
that,” 
Shepard 
said. 
“ It’s 
been my life for so long. I 
hope I continue to miss it 
forever because it’s a very 
pleasant part of mv life to re- 
c o l l e c t . There’s been a 
change, but I'm living with it 
gracefully." 
Recalling his two flight- in 
space, the former chief of ihe 
astronaut corps said:

Indonesian oil's champion 


JAKARTA (UPI) - One ot 
the most powerful men in In­ 


donesia and a man considered 
by many as a blueprint for 
future Southeast Asian o i 1 
nationalism is a 60-year old 
medical doctor. 
Ibnu Sutowo. or “General 
Tb” as he is known to the 
foreign 
oilmen 
who 
have 
poured into Indonesia in the 
past eight years, is head ot 
the nation’s state oil compa­ 
ny, Pertamina. 
\s he turned 60 this Sep­ 
tember. Ibnu controlled not 
only the oil company but the 
l a r g e s t private airline in 
Asia, a shipping line, his own 
tankers hotels, fleets of Mer­ 
cedes and Datsun cars and 


When 
one 
of 
Indonesia’s 
airlines cannot afford to buy 
a new jet. it rents one from 
Pertamiiii&’s air 
subsidiary, 
Pelita, with more than 100 
helicopters and planes includ­ 
ing a 707. 
When a state project runs 
short of funds, Pertamina can 
complete it. 
That 
the 
bulk 
of 
Perta­ 
mina’s 
money 
is 
ploughed 
hack into the country and its 
development 
in 
widening 
fields has earned Ibnu the 
name of nationalist, and fo­ 
restalled much of the sort of 
criticism that usually comes 
the way of the rich and po­ 
werful. 
Students do, however, tak^ 
periodic swipes at corruption

trucks, rice and cattle 
es­ 
tates, villas and the best part 
of an island industrial estate. 
In addition, Pertamina mo- 
ne\ was being tunneled into 
state roads, geothermal explo­ 
ration. a steel mill, public 
buildings, stadiums, a mas- 
i l v e moderm hospital 
for 
foreign oilmen and their fa­ 
milies, housing estates and of­ 
fice blocks. 
And as neighboring Asian 
countries 
react 
to 
the 
oil 
crisis with their own frantic 
searches tor oil, they look to 
Ibnu as a model of how to at­ 
tract foreign capital without 
falling under foreign econom­ 
ic domination. 
R was he who challenged 
the oil world in the mid-60s 
by stating flatly, “the oil is 
ours/* 
Foreign companies were al­ 
lowed in only to take a share 
of the oil orofits. not the o 1 
itself, and later only if they 
submitted to Pertamina ma­ 
nagement. 
Then came the oil crisis 
and 
Ibnu 
and 
Pertamina 
grew» 
richer 
to 
the 
point 
where today 
the 
state 
oil 
company provides 75 per cent 
of the nation’s 
foreign 
ex­ 
change earnings. 
That a single company, al­ 
beit a state company, can be­ 
come so wealthy and power­ 
ful in a nation of 130 million 
persons 
raises 
almost 
as 
many questions as it does dol­ 
lars. 


within Pertamina. questioning 
whs <o much of the money is 
plowed back into Pertamina 
itself, and Ibnu’s apparently 
secure position as president 
director. 
They point at 
Pertamina 
money behind numerous pub­ 
lic figures and the lack of 
public accounting. 
But pride in and 
depen­ 
dence on what Indonesia has 
been able to achieve as a re­ 
sult of the oil boom has for 
the most part won out. 
Ibnu himself is a small, 
rather gaunt man whose ap­ 
pearance. activities and pro­ 
wess on the golf course belie 
his age. 
He appears two or three 
times a month at the opening 
of new projects in all comers 
of the' country, speaking al­ 
ways of Indonesia’s need to 
develop and rely on herself. 


His speeches, almost like 
the echo of an inner fear, 
continually warn that oil is an 
exhaustible commodity, 
and 


urge the development of other 
power sources—atomic, geo­ 


thermal and hydroelectric. 
The reaction of foreign oil 
c o m p a n i e s to Ibnu has 
changed from the overt hostil­ 
ity ot the 1960s to one that 
could be described as grudg­ 
ing admiration. 
“He knows what we want 
and we know what he wants. 


dealing with him is dealing 
with a hard man. but essen­ 
tially we want to get 
the 
same things done and he’s the 
only man in Indonesia who 
can make it possible, so they 
get done—but if General lb 
doesn’t agree, forget it,’’ one 
American oil company execu­ 
tive said. 
A medical doctor by train­ 
ing, Ibnu was chosen after 
the war to salvage what he 
could of the country’s fledgl­ 
ing oil industry. He begged, 
b o r r o w e d , 
bullied 
and 
scraped, studied oilmen and 
their ways the world over and 
then, with the consolidation of 
the country’s oil companies, 
b e c a m e over-all president 
with awesome decision-mak­ 
ing powers on policy and ex­ 
penditure. 
Ibnu’s nationalism 
boosts 
his image at home and is 
being copied in other fields 
such as timber and mining 
and in other countries such as 
Malaysia and Burma. 
By his edict, foreign com­ 
panies must train Indonesians 
on the job at their own ex­ 
pense. limit foreign personnel 
to a bare minimum and use 
P e r t a m i n a-run or chosen 
services and sub-contractors. 
Pertamina also can tell 
a 
company to change a man on 
the job, or locate branch of­ 
fices and service companies 
on Indonesian soil. 
That one man can control 
so 
much 
-vo 
conspicuously 
without falling victim to local 
political 
and 
financial 
jea­ 
lousies is attributed largely to 
Ibnu’s 
shrewdness 
and 
his 
army of talent—the company 
has more 
than 
50.000 em- 
plovees. 
His personal life presents 
no target. A soft-spoken Mus­ 
lim who has made the jour­ 
ney to Mecca, he is married 
with five children. He dresses 
quietly, usually in dark suits 
or safari uniforms. 
While there are those that 
claim he uses large amounts 
of money to buy off potential 
critics and business rivals, 
there are others who argue 
that Sutowo stretches his bud­ 
get to its limits and beyond to 
get things done that President 
S u h a r t o ar.d the country 
need. 
That argument has been 
going on for two years and 
more. 
The indisputable 
thing 
is 
that Sutowo has left his mark 
on oil and Asia.

Todd said action on the malpractice Insur­ 
ance issue probably had the most signifi­ 
cance for the public of any taken by the 
AMA House of Delegates during the iivt d. y 
convention. 
The delegates urged state medical associa­ 
tions to seek state legislation to remedy the 
problem, which the AMA said is leading to 
higher doctor bills to consumers. 
The delegates acted on the basis of a re­ 
port front the AMA Board ot Trustees that 
the medical profession “is faced with the 
prospect in the near future ot being unable to 
obtain” malpractice insurance. One delegate 
said some doctors would be unable to obtain 
such insurance after Jan, I and another said 
some already are unable to obtain if 
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Awards of up to $4 million were cited as 
one reason prices for malpractice insurance 
are rising, when it is available. This, the 
AMA said, is “reflected in higher physician 
fees, thereby increasing the overall cost of 
health care.” 


I he AMA recommends state ’egislation to 
remove pain and suffering and punitive dam- 
iges a*. bases on which patients may collect 
in malpractice suits, excluding costs already 
paid by other insurance from court awards, 
placing a ceiling on damages and establish­ 
ing systems for handling small claims. 
[’odd -^aid state legislation was necessary 
to solv*:* the immediate problem but educa­ 
tion and claim prevention, as well as the 
proposed tederal legislation, are long term 
solutions. 
He said the delegates’ action in approving 
a Board of I rustees report on national health 
insurance “gives me an opportunity to try to 
build a program that can be attractive to 
other health providers and insurers." The re­ 
port calls for federal health insurance for 
unin.surable 
persons 
and 
the 
temporarily 
unemployed and to cover catastrophic health 
costs. 
Although she AMA remains adamantly op­ 
posed to payment or administration of a plan 
through the Social Security system, Todd 
said the new report was a compromise in 
some areas. “We will have a bill introduced” 
in th»- next session of Congress, he said. 
Other AMA actions which Todd said had 
y gnificance tor the public were support for a 
continued war on quackery; a call for strict 
tnforeeme it of medicare rules limiting pay­ 
ments to chiropractors; and a consensus to 
limit the* practice oi acupuncture.

■It's i kind of death when 
you piit on white face,” Korey 
Ihompson said, “and when 
' ou put on make-up over the 
white face, you assume a new- 
kind of life.” 
For the past 
two years, 
Mi s Thompson, 27, an artist 
and former fulltime church 
ocial worker, has been don- 
ning greasepaint and carrying 
the style and insights of the 
clown into the life of the 
church. 
T h e 
symbolism 
of 
the 
clown, of death apd rebirth, 
goes beyond mere make-up. 
“The clown, you know, is 
always someone who comes 
back,” she said. “There is a 
kind of constant resurrection, 
and the clown never really 
gets hurt. You never worry 
about the clown going to piec­ 
es.” 
A graduate of 
Concordia 
College, 
Moorhead, 
Minn., 
!iiss Thompson worked for 
more than five years as a 
community worker for Luth 
eran parishes in Pittsburgh 
and Washington. 
She is one of a group of 
clowns 
in 
the 
Washington 
area, mostly in the new town 
of Columbia, Md. The group 
grew out of a “ Faith and 
Fantasv” study led by the 
Rev. 
Floyd 
T. 
Shaffer, 
a 
Lutheran pastor at Cc'umbia 
who 
also 
performs 
as 
a 
clown. 
Together the group has ap­ 
peared at a liturgical confer­ 
ence at Valparaiso University 
in Indiana and an American 
Lutheran Church convention 
in Detroit. Trdividually or in 
small groups, the clowns also 
have taken their message to 
parish 
liturgical 
workshons 
and worship services. 
The grease pencil is one of 
their most important props. 
With it they bestow a red dot. 
“the m ark of the clown," on 
people’s cheeks or n o e s 
“ It’s a m ark of both ’ov 
a n d 
of 
suffering,” 
Miss 
Thomoson said. “ It’s not so­ 
mething you apply now and 
again, it’s something you try 
to integrate into your whole 
life. 
“ 1 guess if you’re going to 
put it into words, it has so­ 
mething to do with love, with 
affirmation. It’s a red dot, it’s 
happy, it’s kind of a kiss but 
it’s not just t^at, either. Theo­ 
logically. if you’re going to 
use traditional language, it is 
a sign of grace.” 
The clown, 
she 
and her 
companions have discovered, 
is rich in religious symbol­ 
ism, 
in 
silently 
conveying 
Christ’s message of death, re­ 
surrection a nd hope of eternal 
life, of humiliation but never 
defeat. 
It is a symbol everyone can 
recogffize. 
“The 
clown, 
or 
white face, has boen a symbol 
of death in almost every cul­ 
ture,” Miss Thompson said. 
“The clown, or the fool, cuts 
acre's cultural lines.” 
She sees the clown or the 
fool as “the sufferer,” possi­ 
bly even a kind of Christ fig­ 
ure. 
Miss Thompson prefers not 
to burden 
her clown 
with 
theological 
profundities, 
but 
to let it speak silently in the 
univer” ! languag-3 of laugh­ 
ter and joy. 
She and her friends 
are 
mimes. 
“We've decided to harg in 
there with silence because in 
our highly verba! society, it is 
a powerful waly to act.” 
Like mo t clown faces, hers 
emphasizes two features. She 
h is chosen the smile and the 
eyes. “ But you keep someth­ 
ing from the death,” she said. 
“The death is rot a static 
thing, and the sign that you 
c a m ' with you is rot being 
able to speak.” 
Miss Thompson believes the 
church can learn valuable les­ 
sens from the clow n.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The' Treasury will sell 2 million 
ounces of gold bars from the national stockpile in early 
January to meet an expected demand trorn American citizens 
entitled to own gold for the first time in 40 years. Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon said Tuesday. 
However, few individuals will be able to afford the minimum 
purchase ot one 400-ounce bar. At current prices of about S1S7 
an ounce on the London and Geneva gold exchanges, a 
400-ounce bar would cost about S74.S00. 
The entire quantity to be auctioned by the General Services 
Administration on Jan. 6 from bullion depositories in San 
Francisco. New York and Denver would have a current free 
m arket value of $374 million. 
The ban on private ownership of gold, imposed m 1934, will 
be lifted Dec. 31 and a number of banks and fine metals 
dealers already have announced plans for gold sales in much 
smaller amounts, giving less affluent U.S. citizens a chance to

Simon said there were two reasons for the sale:

CHEMICAL TEST 


A chemical test is a bit 
more technical and requires 
some caution.

not to disturb the wax on the 
outer surface ot either rim.

California enacted 
legisla­ 
tion in 1973 to apply regulations 
to precious metals in an ef­ 
fort to control a silver specu­ 
lating industry’ that carries 
out transactions totaling any­ 
where from $3 billion to $6 
billion annually. 
The measure authorized the 
state to demand brokers meet 
capital reserve requirements 
to g u a r a n t e e a certain, 
amount of financial security 
in order to earn and maintain 
a license to trade silver. The 
law will apply to gold. 
"Our experience has been 
that this commodity (silver) 
attracts businesses with low 
capital, minimum resources, 
limited 
knowledge—those in 
there for a quick kill,” said 


Robert L. Toms, commissio­ 
ner of the Department of Cor­ 
porations which regulates the 
precious metal brokers. 
The measure put California 
apart from other states and 
the. federal government which 
rely on securities law that 
only require “ fair disclosure 
statem ents” of the proposed 
investments. 
Toms said he expects the 
eventual federal regulation of 
gold and silver trading to su­ 
percede all state efforts.

You will be able to fly between New York and London soon 
fur $125 if Freddie l.aker has his way. Laker Airways—a Brit­ 
ish supplemental cat t ier—proposes a novel service: a no-reser­ 
vation, no-frill sky train. 
You'd simply go to the airport six hours in advance and 
book passage on a first-come, first-served basis. For a meal cr 
beverages, you’d pay extra. Luggage wculd be limited to 33 
pounds! You’d fly in a DC-10 that had 345 seats. The skytrain 
fare would remain the same the year arcund. 
The scheduled airlines presently operating on this route op­ 
pose the skytrain. They’re afraid you would take it rather than 
using their service, which costs $202 one way economy in win­ 
ter, more in spring, summer and fall. 
Travel agents object to the skytrain because they will have 
to book your own passage, thereby denying them a commis-

Laker’s fare is set at about the same rate—.036 cents a mile

load factors and can make a profit with a To per cent iOad. 
The CAB has not taken into consideration either that it costs 
considerably less for Laker Airways to operate than for Pan 
American or TWA. About 50 employees are required to keep a 
Laker plan flying compared to more than 200 for a Pan Am 
plane. Part of Laker s no-frill concept is that it maintains no 
sales offices or reservations services and pays no commis­ 
sions; it doesn’t even have a elevator to its fourth floor airpoft 
office.

... Paul Getty? 


ROMu (I PI) — He was n ninth-grade dropout who liked to 


hang around with photographers and painters. He posed in the 


nude ior Italy’s version ol Playboy magazine and peddled 


home-made e\velr\ on the Spanish steps. He was a!wa\s short 


' of money. 


But his grandfather was one of the world's richest men so J. 


Pari Getty III v-¡isn't just another hippie. He was known as 


Rome's •‘golden hippie." 


On a July night in 1973 Calabrian smugglers turned kidna­ 


pers to cash in on some oi that gold. 


They seized the 16-year-okl Getty as he walked through 


Pi a 7. y a f arnese and they held him for five months, demanding 
$17 million in ransom. 
Billionaire oilman J.Paul Getty balked. He said that if he 
paid ransom for one grandchild his 14 other grandchildren 
might be kidnaped. Family sources wondered if the kidnaping 
might be a hoax on the boy's part. 
Proof came in the. mail. The kidnapers cut oil young Getty’s 
right ear and mailed it to a Rome newspaper. They also sent 
a picture of the boy without the ear. 
They settled on a ransom of $2.9 million dollars, and two 
days after it was paid the kidnapers drove the bcv from the. 
Calabrian mountains to a country mad near Lagonegro and set. 
him free. 
It took Paul Getty months to recover from the effects of the 
kidnaping. But today he has returned to the life of the golden 
but penniless hippie. 
First he opened a public relations firm called "Firefly” with 
three partners in Rome, but it went broke in two months. 
In September Getty, now 18. married his pregnant girlfriend. 
Marti no Zacher. a 26-year-old German divorcee. His age and 
his marriage qualified him tor an income of $3,000 a month 
undrr terms ot a Getty trust fund tor each of the grandchil­ 
dren. But his mother is trying to block payment until he is 21. 
claiming he is still incapable of handling money. 
His la’e.'t plan, friends said, is to go back to the United 
States tor the birth of his child around the end or this month. 


... Andes survivors? 


MONTEVIDEO (U P!) — Forty-five persons were aboard the 


Uruguayan military plane that crashed In the snowcovered 


Andes Oct. 13. 1972. en route to Santiago. Chile, for a rugby 
match. 


Most of those aboard were young men, members of an ama­ 


teur rugby team, the Old Christian Brothers of Montevideo, 


traveling with relatives and friends. 
Despite the lack of food supplies or cold-weather gear. 16 
members ct the team survived 70 days in subfrecztng tempera­ 
tures and were rescued alive. 
They soon revealed the secret of their survival —they had 
ea:en the tlesh ot their dead companions, in orderly fashion, 
during the long ordeal. 
The survivors told their story to American author Piers Paul 
Reed, whose book "Alive1" hit best-seller lists around the 
world. 
“ 1 think that am other human being would have done what 
we did," says Roberto Canesa, now a third-year medical stu­ 
dent. "W e wanted to save our lives and probably the memory 
ot our loved ones eave us more strength.” 
Canesa. tall and husky, acted as doctor to the stranded 
crash victims. He and another survivor. Fernando Parrado, 
finally found help by hiking 10 days through snow-covered 
peaks and valleys. 
The pair recently finished an international tour describing 
their experiences in news conferences and television inter­ 
views. 
Cane«a said all 16 survivors are now leading completely 
normal lives in Uruguay. He laughed as he recalled that the 
ou°stion he is most often asked is "whether we have constant 
nightmares.” 
Four ct his companions — lose Luis Inciarte. All redo Del­ 
gado. Pedro Algorta and Alvaro Mangino —have married 
sirce their Andean experience. Canesa said. 
Seven of the survivors are now working with farmers as uni­ 
versity agricultural experts, one 
is in industry, 
another 
recently received his law degree and the remainder are tinish- 
ing their university studies.

mand, may be one of the last 
of a theatrical form perfected 
in the late 1930s. 
•There will be nothing but 
small musicals on Broadway 
for at least the next five 
. ears —shows with casts of 20 
or less and no chorus. You 
have to spend over $1 million 
now to produce a big show, so 
there’s no wav. The economic 
problem of the musical is wil­ 
dly out of control. You tust 
have to stop and say ‘there 
must be some other way’ ” 
If the other way is intimate 
chamber musicals, Herman is 
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having nothing to do with 
them, at least lor the mo­ 
ment. 
“ I won’t fit in because right 
now' I don’t want to,” he said 
in 
an 
interview 
in 
his 
Greenwich Village home, a 
converted carriage house pre­ 
viously owned by playwright 
Edward 
Albee 
and 
actor 
Maurice Evans. “ 1 love the 
Broadway musical, as I know 
it, too much.

They were doing it in Shakes­ 
peare’s day. Cracking nuts, 
guzzling ale and eating apples 
w h i l e , on stage.

The penny audience at the 
Globe Theater didn’t know it 
then, but it was attending a 
dinner theater. 
Today’s audience knows it 
and appreciates it. 
“People are looking for a 
new form cf entertainment, 
that's why dinner 
theaters 
are popular,” says Vincent 
Sardi, owner of the famed 
S a r d i ’ s and the recenUy 
opened Vincent Sardi Dinner 
Theater on Long Island.

For just about $15 including 
tax and tip, Sardi says, a 
couple gets free parking, a 
choice of hot and cold dishes 
served buffet style, and "Hel­ 
lo, Dolly!” to boot. 
(That’s without liquor, how- 
wver, and. as any dinner thea­ 
ter proprietor will tell you

The dinner theater industry,

West, director, the Women s Council ot

the institute. “But they can’t buy the 
love and thought that goes into it.” 
Thare are the caring hands ot Miss 
Lynn Mettler 70, born within a couple 
of blocks of the old Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. Her father, 
William 
Spencer 
Mettler, a machinist, had helped to 
build such great battleships as the Ten­ 
nessee, the New Mexico and the Ai i* 
zona, of Pearl Harbor memory.

Now the project has hundreds ot 
women in every state but Alaska knitt­ 
ing from wool or acrylic they proude 
themselves if they wish or get from 
the Women’s Council.

“Our volunteer knitters no sooner 
finish this Christmas than they start on 
the next,” she »aid. “ A grandmother in 
Schcnectadv, N.Y., estimates she’s knit 
1.000 p irs of socks over the years.” 
Actual wrapping and packing get in 
full swing in mid-October and don t 
stop until just before ( hristmas. 
Payment for the project is through a 
couple of special appeals the council 
makes each yea», by the institute, and 
through private grants ard legacies. 
^s the wrapping volunteers finish, 
paid staff and other volunteers —men. 
many of whom make the testitute 
home when they’re not at sea —take 
over to get the by-now-heavy parcels 
distributed 
through 
New 
York-New 
Jersey 
ports. 
Every 
type of

passenger ship benefits, 
from 
con­ 
tainer carriers to fishing vessels to 
tankers. 
And the letters of thanks come in by 
the dozens.

‘AFTER THE FALL’ 
Bitter memories haunt the principal characters in 
A lter the 
Fall” but the Arthur Miller play reminds Faye D unaw ay of happy 
days. She stars with Christopher Plum m er in Miller’s television 
adaptation of his powerful Broadway dram a, which will be a 
two-and-a-half-hour special on NBC, Tuesday from 8:30 to 11PM 
In the new nroduction. Dunaway appears as Mageie. the vulner- 


able girl whose rise to stardom is stalked by tragedy. Dunaway 
was a member of the play’s original cast when it served as the 
initial production of the Lincoln Center Repertory Com pany in 
January of 1964 in New York City. 
Said Dunaway: “My role as Maggie rounds a circle for me 
in a way. 1 was understudy for the part of Holga (played for 
television by Bibi Anderson) 
in the original stage production. 
At that timé. I was on the verge of knowing how to act. It was 
pure excitement to be part of a new play and I loved it. 
"I remember how I used to stand in the wings every night 
watching the performances. Barbara Loden played Maggie then. 
It was — and is — a demanding role. There she would be. tear­ 
ing herself apart emotionally every single night on stage. 1 once 
asked her. ‘Barbara, how do you do that?’ And she replied, 
I 
get old.’ ** 
In the play. Dunaway has to run the emotional gamut from 
innocent delight to suicidal tantrum. The portrayal is both de­ 
manding intellectuually and exhausting physically. How did she 
do it? Dunaway said: “Some people brush it off as technique. 
It's that and more. It’s a very private kind of thing, really. You 
draw on your own self and who you are and what emotion is 
affecting you at the moment. It’s a matter of investigating. You 
never get answers but you do get some insight.” And some bruises, 
too. During the taping of "A fter the Fall" at the N BC Studios 
in Brooklyn, Dunaway skinned her knees and suffered bruises on 
her arms and legs. But bruises, long hours of rehearsals and such 
difficult roles as that of Maggie do not dim D unaw ay’s enthusiasm 
for her profession.

I have never considered doing anything else,” 
she said. 
Dunaway, born in Bascom, Fla., studied acting at the Univer­ 
sity of Florida and at Boston University’s School of Fine Arts. 
There, her performance in another Arthur Miller play, "The Cru­ 
cible.” led to a recommendation that she be admitted to the Lincoln 
Center Repertory group Roles in films followed — "Bonnie and 
Clyde.” "The Three Musketeers." "C hinatow n" — and she will 
soon star with Robert Redford in another movie, "Three Days 
of the C ondor." 
What made her choose acting as a career? "Oh, lots of things 
An outlook on life, the challenges you face, the dream s you have. 
I remember when I was in my early teens I told a girlfriend ol 
m y ambition. She said, Suppose you don’t m ake it as an actress? 
What will you do?’ And I said. ‘I’m going to make it.’ And that 
was that. I never had any doubts.” 
That confidence, she said, helped her through the rough times 
and to success as a performer. "That and some hard work and 
- very important — luck. Don't let any actor kid you. The ones 
who make it all have to give a nod to Lady Luck. Without her 
even the most talented could — and do — wind up in the wings."

commodities like home furnishings. Low 
prices—$4 for a rug, $3 for a lamp and 
$5 for a pair of curtains—together with a 
good selection of well-designed merchan­ 
dise, permit those of us who have put off 
making new purchases—as well as every­ 
one who appreciates saving money—to 
decorate well at an unbelievably modest 
cost. 
While you may not find couches or 
credenzas, you will find practically 
everything else: tables and chairs; area 
rugs and carpet tiles; curtain rods and 
curtains; bath accessories and 
bed­ 
spreads; linens and light fixtures. And 
what is not available can, with some in­ 
genuity, be improvised from what is sold. 
Service is often limited, but it does 
exist. Window shades can be cut to order, 
some stores accept credit cards, and the 
sales personnel at a large Woolworth’s 
where I recently shopped more than 
made up in helpfulness what they lacked 
in numbers. Purchases can sometimes be 
made on the layaway plan. 
Inventory seems to vary from week to 
week and from store to store within the 


same chain, and while there are no spe­ 
cial orders taken or deliveries m ade-it’s 
strictly carry-it-home-yourself — the ad­ 
vantages are that you get an instant inte­ 
rior and no delivery delays. 
Merchandise should be carefully ex­ 
amined and evaluated for durability, and 
if it has working parts (as a lamp, for 
example), tested before being bought. 
(Inexpensive does not necessarily mean 
cheaply made. As a matter of fact, prod­ 
ucts that must withstand the use of thou­ 
sands of customers are often subjected 
to more rigorous quality control than 
items custom-made for a select few.) On 
the other hand, longevity may not be 
important. One advantage of an inex­ 
pensive purchase is that it can be dis­ 
carded without breaking the bank—there­ 
by changing the decor at will — a very 
practical consideration in furnishing the 
rooms of growing children or people on 
the move. 
An open n\ind and an experimental 
attitude will help you make the most of 
the five-and-ten as a source of home 
furnishings. Here are some ideas to start 
you thinking, looking and buying with a 
discriminating and imaginative eye. 
Decorate Accessories. Simple staples 
such as mirrors, lampshades, wastebas­ 
kets, picture frames, bulletin boards, and 
just about anything that would be im­ 
proved with embellishment, can become 
important accessories. Decorate them 


with paint, fabric trim or remnants, wall­ 
paper or self-adhesive plastic. For ex­ 
ample. in colors that coordinate, wind 
yarn around a solid-color lampshade or 
spray-paint plastic flowers. 
Transform Ready-Mades to Custom- 
Mades. A curtain that is a little too short 
to hang properly at your window can be 
“lengthened” by adding fringe to the 
bottom and “personalized” by choosing 
the trim color to go with the room. Eco­ 
nomical custom-mades can similarly be 
created by trimming bedspreads, window 
shades, rugs and tablecloths. For exam­ 
ple, sew pretty ribbons in different colors 
on a bedspread or trim a window shade 
with a design of colored adhesive tape. 
Place Small Furnishings in Groups. If 
some furnishings are too small in size 
for a given space, “magnify” their ap­ 
pearance by using them in multiples. One 
scatter rug might look insignificant, but 
several placed or sewn together could be 
a conversation piece. Install not one but 
several hanging light fixtures or more 
than one pair of curtains-three pairs in 
tiers, perhaps. 
Invent New Uses for Furnishings. 
When the choice is limited, widen it with 
alternatives. If a store does not have the 
bedspread you have been looking for 
but does have a sturdy tablecloth in just 
the right size and color, try that on the 
bed! Stepladders are perfect to display 
plants; stools can double as bedside 


tables; kitchen cabinets laid sideways can 
provide seating (add pillows on top) 
and a storage unit; an upside-down straw 
basket attached to the ceiling might make 
an off-beat lighting fixture; and matching 
bathroom curtains can be created by at­ 
taching café clips to an extra set of bath­ 
room towels. 
Furnish With Non-Furnishing Items. 
For the best buys and the most unusual 
ideas, don't limit your looking to the 
home-fumishings counters. Aluminum 
foil, gift-wrapping paper or a fabulous 
dress fabric (make curtains and cover 
small chairs to match) can be inexpen­ 
sive and effective wall coverings. Frame 
an attractive scarf, or use it as a table 
cover or to tic back curtains. In a child s 
room hang a shoe bag as a bedside “or­ 
ganizer” and a kite as

do just the opposite. An insidi­ 
ous feature of making com­ 
parisons is that neither par­ 
ent nor child recognizes the 
damaging features of this 
method. The child often feels 
put down. The parent often is 
putting down, and no one 
knows what is going on. When 
the parent is not putting down 
but merely remarking, ‘W hat a 
nice sand castle Sue made.' sis­ 
ter C arla will he able to pick up 
the straight forwardness of the 
remark and not feel belittled. 
One of the most socially ac­ 
ceptable put-downs is seen in 
children’s athletics. A father s 
exasperation or outright anger 
on the Little League ball field 
is often looked upon with be­ 
mused 
tolerance. 
Sometimes 
there 
is admiration 
for the 
father who is so involved in his 
child’s athletic activities that he 
gives up hours of his time to es­ 
tablish a model of concern that 
can ofttimes he viewed as nearly 
hysterical, not to mention dis­ 
courteous, 
pessimistic 
(you'll 
never be able to throw straight!) 
and derisive. 
Another way that sibling ri­ 
valry can be avoided is by not 
crowding a child with respon­ 
sibility for a younger sibling. 
While this cannot he avoided 
completely, nor need it he. con­ 
sistent sibling responsibility is 
not a natural state for a child. 
He may enjoy being responsible 
for a younger sibling som e­ 
times and under certain circum ­ 
stances. But not as an inflex­ 
ible chore, for which he will be 
made to feel lesser if he shirks 
in his performance. 
A third trap that parents fall 
into occurs when a parent re­ 
peatedly shares 
with one 
child 
negative or positive 
feelings about a second child, 
feelings 
that 
are 
clearly 
meant to be kept from that 
other child. I stress ‘ repeated­ 
ly” because occasional sharings 
of such matters arc not harmful 
and arc found in the context of 
most family living. 
But repeated sharings may 
place a child in an awkward 
position anil confuse his sense 
of loyalties. Parents must face 
the tact that their relationship 
with their children is different 
from that between siblings, 
and they would do well not to 
compete w ith their chil- 
fM S 
dren for the same position «¿H

our husband walks in 
one evening and an­ 
nounces. “W hat do you 
think, dear? We are going to 
have a new m em ber in our 
family. A nice new wife is going 
to come to stay with us in a few 
weeks, and she'll live right here.

It 
may be that these children 
are 
getting 
the 
message: 
“That’s the way the cookie 
crumbles; and whether you 
like it or not, that’s the way 
it's going to be.” Or, the child 
may

delighted but is merely imitat­ 
ing the words and attitude of 
the parents. After all, a child 
can’t have the foggiest notion 
what it's going to he like with 
a sibling. Why should he? Even 
a parent doesn’t know what 
having another baby is like, un­ 
less it's a third or fourth. 
W hat can a parent do to pre­ 
vent sibling rivalry from devel­ 
oping.' First, parents need to 
know that it is not inevitable. 
I know it may sound contradic­ 
tory to say, “ D on’t expect sib­ 
ling rivalry, but make sure that 
you make the moves necessary 
to prevent its occurrence.” Yet, 
in a sense, that's the task con­ 
fronting the parent. So let us 
turn our attention to the moves 
that one might take in order to 
prevent sibling rivalry. 
Briefly, try to avoid making 
comparisons of any kind be­ 
tween your children of any 
age. I stress of any kind. That 
may strike you as unreasonable. 


But I have to stress it because 
you will invariably m ake com ­ 
parisons. and it you try not to, 
you may just make less of them. 
I cannot list the thousands of 
forms in which such com pari­ 
sons can he made. An obvious 
one is: “Why can’t you pick up
